I  have  written  orders  from  the  selectmen  for  all  the 
above  payments. 

There  has  been  about  $2,600.00  expended  during 
the  past  year  for  repairs  onjaekman  bridge.  This  ex- 
tra expense  makes  the  total  footings  of  highway  bills 
quite  large,  but  aside  from  these  bills  the  cost  of  high- 
ways has  been  about  the  same  as  usual. 

Abatements  are  for  water  troughs,  an  abatement 
of  $133. 55  to  Chester  Abbott  for  over  taxation  in  the 
year  1901,  and  abatements  given  collectors  for  the 
past  two  years,  for  non-resident  persons,  etc. 

The  town  hired  $500.00  last  February  to  pay  town 
orders  which  were  then  due ;  this  has  not  yet  been 
paid,  as  there  has  only  been  money  sufficient  to  pay 
town  orders  which  have  been  given  this  year. 

The  first  of  August  about  $2,000.00  was  hired  to 
pay  bridge  bills;  this  has  since  been  paid. 

Of  the  town  officers'  bills,  there  is  $90.00  that  does 
not  properly  belong  in  this  year's  account,  although 
paid  since  Feb.  15,  1902. 

Miscellaneous  bills  include  repairs  on  road  machine, 
rent  of  hall  and  office,  returns  of  births  and  deaths,  care 
of  cemeteries,  printing  reports,  and  all  other  bills  not 
included  under  the  above  heads.

The  amount  due  from  collector  is  given  as  they 
have  it  on  their  books,  some  allowance  however  should 
be  made  for  abatements. 

The  International  Paper  Co.  agreed  to  pay  part  of 
the  expense  of  repairing  Jackman  bridge;  it  is  expected 
the}-  will  pa}"  about  $800,  for  their  part. 


TRUST  FUNDS. 


The  town  has  in  its  possession  three  legacies  which 
it  holds  in  trust:  The  Hutchms  legacy  consists  of  three 
bonds  of  $500  each,  they  are  invested  so  that  the  town 
receives  four  per  cent  interest  from  them.  The  Hibbard 
legacy  of  $1000,  and  the  Simonds  legacy  of  $500,  the 
town  has  used,  and  given  notes  for  these  sums  running 
to  the  town  treasurer,  and  the  town  pays  four  per  cent 
interest  on  them.

There    are    three    notes    in   Newbury   Bank   which 

amount  to  $3,000  standing  against  the  town. 
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The  Woodsville  bridge  case  is  still  in  litigation. 
Exceptions  are  taken  to  the  Report  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners by  the  town's  counsel,  which  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Court  at  its  next  sitting. 

The  extra  cost  of  highways  and  bridges  is  due  to 
the  repairs  on  the  Whitcher  and  Wilson  bridges.  We 
are  in  hopes  to  receive  part  of  the  cost  from  the  Inter- 
national Paper  Co. 

The  town  has  got  to  repair  the  road  by  S.  J.  Bur- 
ton's house  or  build  a  new  one.  If  the  old  road  is  re- 
paired it  will  cost  from  $300  to  $500.  If  a  new  road 
be  built,  it  will  cost  from  $800  to  $1500. 

Whichever  way  the  town  may  see  fit  to  do,  it  should 
raise  an  extra  appropriation  to  meet  the  extra  ex- 
pense. 

The  bridges  throughout  the  town  are  in  good  re- 
pair. 

We  wrould  recommend  the  town  to  raise  $2,500  for 
roads  and  bridges,  $600  for  town  officers'  bills,  $25  for 
Memorial  day,  $100  for  town  library  and  $500  to  pay 
on  town  debt.

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Auditor's  Report. 


Your  Auditor  finds  the  bills  of  the  town  properly 
receipted.  We  find  the  ordinary  highway  bills  to  be  on 
an  average  with  previous  years.  The  extraordinary 
increase  was  due  to  the  repairs  on  the  Wilson  and 
Whitcher  bridges. 

There  has  been  no  payment  made  on  the  town  note 
this  year,  although  the  town  raised  $500  to  be  ap- 
plied to  them. 

The  Treasurer's  report  gives  the  indebtedness  of 
the  town  as  $1662.60.  You  must  add  to  it  the 
amounts  of  the  Hibbard  and  Simonds  legacy.  This  is 
an  old  debt,  but  has  not  been  reckoned  as  a  debt,  in 
years  past.  Also  there  was  $1200  of  bills  not  present- 
ed on  or  before  Feb.  15,  1903.  These  bills  are  all  due 
and  most  of  them  will  be  presented  for  payment  within 
a  short  time. 

These  two  sums  added  to  the  indebtedness  shown 
by  the  Treasurer's  book  will  bring  the  debt  to  $4300. 
It  would  be  safe  to  say  $4500.  Outside  of  the  assets 
shown  by  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  town  may  get 
part  of  the  Whitcher  bridge  repair  bill.  This  will  help 
the  assets. 

Part  ot  the  uncollected  taxes  are  worthless  and 
should  not  be  carried  much  longer  on  the  Treasurer's 
book.

LIBRARY  REPORT, 


To  the  people  of  the  town  of  Bath  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Public  Library  is  most  respectfully  sub- 
mitted : 

There  has  been  added  to  the  library  during  the  past 
year  104  volumes,  consisting  of  Harper's  Encyclopae- 
dia of  United  States  History,  7  other  volumes  of 
history,  5  philosophy,  5  travels,  8  poetry,  2  biography, 
11  juvenile,  45  fiction,  and  10  miscellaneous  works. 
Most  of  the  books  were  selected  by  the  trustees  from 
lists  given  by  the  town's  people.  Twenty  government 
and  state  reports  have  been  donated.  No  other  gift  of 
books  has  been  received. 

The  average  weekly  distribution  has  been  65, 
making  an  increase  of  5  over  previous  years.  This  last 
year  has  shown  a  better  treatment  of  books.  The 
Swiftwater  branch  still  continues  to  get  books,  with 
Mrs.  M.  R.  Tewksbury  as  librarian.  As  the  library  is 
one  of  the  principal  sources  of  improvement  in  town,  we 
earnestly  solicit  a  liberal  appropriation  this  year  with 
which  to  carry  on  the  work.  If  more  of  the  town's 
people  would  look  into  the  matter,  they  would  be  sur- 
prised to  see  the  interest  some  of  the  young  as  well  as 
older  ones  take  in  the  library.

The  Child  school  house,  which  has  been  very  much 
neglected  in  the  past,  we  have  shingled,  but  it  is  very 
much  in  need  of  repairs  inside;  the  school  houses  need 
to  be  painted.  The  committee  have  bought  new  read- 
ing books  and  new  geographies  that  were  very  much 
needed  in  the  schools.

Union  School  District  Report. 


To  the  people  of  the  town  of  Bath  the  following  report 
of  the  Bath  Union  School  District  is  most  respect- 
fully submitted : 

Our  usual  number  of  weeks  of  school  have  been 
maintained  during  the  past  year,  viz  ,  36.  The  same 
teachers  were  engaged  as  during  the  previous  year,  as 
their  services  had  been  very  satisfactory  to  the  district. 
And  we  thought  it  much  better  to  retain  their  services 
at  a  slight  increase  in  salary  than  to  attempt  a  new 
force.  The  school  seems  to  have  done  very  well,  and 
there  is  an  increased  interest  among  the  parents  in  the 
school  as  evidenced  by  the  number  of  visitors.  There 
was  no  graduating  class  last  June,  as  there  was  a  break 
in  the  classes. 

At  the  last  school  meeting  $200  was  voted  to  pur- 
chase a  new  coal  furnace  if  thought  advisable.  On  ac- 
count of  the  coal  strike  nothing  was  done  in  the  mat- 
ter. However,  early  in  the  fall  it  became  plainlv  evi- 
dent that  something  would  have  to  be  done  toward  in- 
increasing  the  amount  of  heat  in  the  primary  room.  Af- 
ter experimenting  for  some  time  the  cold  air  box  was  fi- 
nally adjusted  so  that  the  rooms  heat  admirably  with 
the  old  furnace.  The  chief  difficulty  seems  to  have  been 
that  when  the  furnace  was  set  in  the  first  place  an 
opening  of  only  120  square  inches  was  allowed  for  cold 
air,  while  the  capacity  of  the  furnace  was  560  square 
inches.  So  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  furnace  to 
work  satisfactorily  from  the  very  first. 

Our  school  not  being  on  the  list  of  approved  high 
schools  at  the  present  time,  the  town  is  obliged  by  the 
law  of  1901  to  pay  the  tuition  of  all  high  school  pupils 
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wherever  in  the  state  they  may  choose  to  attend  an 
approved  school.  This  is  bound  to  be  a  drain  upon  our 
resources  which  we  can  ill  afford.  After  carefully  in- 
vestigating the  matter  and  consulting  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  we  can  only  see  one  way 
out  of  the  difficulty,  that  is  to  consolidate  the  other 
districts  with  the  village  district  as  far  as  practicable, 
thereby  getting  a  school  large  enough  to  be  placed 
upon  the  approved  list,  and  the  State  Superintendent 
assures  me  if  this  is  done  he  will  place  it  upon  that  list. 
We  can  then  keep  our  money  for  the  support  of  our 
own  schools  instead  of  contributing  to  tlfe  support 
of  the  schools  in  other  towns  about  the  state.  Our 
children  can  receive  an  education  without  the  expense 
of  going  away  from  home,  and  the  total  amount  neces- 
sary to  raise  for  school  purposes  will  be  no  larger,  if 
indeed  it  is  as  large  as  at  present. 

You  can  not  have  a  good  school  with  only  four  or 
five  pupils;  it  is  impossible  for  a  teacher  to  be  deeply 
interested  in  her  work  when  she  has  so  few  under  her 
charge.     At  the  same  time  it  is  very  expensive. 

In  the  small  district  school  you  have  the  combina- 
tion of  the  greatest  expense  per  pupil  with  the  poorest 
result  for  that  pupil. 

The  alternative  of  this  proposed  consolidation  is  to 
pay  out  in  increasing  amounts  the  money  we  need  for 
our  schools  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  of  other  towns 
•in  the  state. 

Under  the  present  school  law  this  consolidation  can 
be  brought  about  by  an  agreement  between  the  select- 
men and  the  school  board. 

Last  August  there  was  put  in  a  set  bowl  in  the 
anteroom  and  the  water  was  brought  up  from  the  cel- 
lar, making  it  much  more  convenient.  The  money  to  do 
this  work  with  was  raised  by  the  children. 
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We  have  a  building  and  grounds  and  with  a  very 
little  additional  equipment  there  is  no  reason  why  we 
should  not  have  a  good  high  school.  It  remains  for  the 
people  of  the  town  to  decide  as  to  whether  they  prefer 
a  school  at  home  and  support  it  with  scholars  as  well 
as  money,  or  to  give  the  support  to  adjoiningtowns. 

The  attendance  since  the  school  house  was  fixed  so 
that  they  could  keep  more,  has  been  very  gratifying. 

Everyone  should  make  an  effort  to  visit  school  and 
see  how  it  is  conducted;  at  all  times  they  are  assured 
of  a  cordial  welcome  by  the  teachers.
